Wasnincron, January 2.— The New Year's recep- 
tion at the White House brought a good many new 
faces among the diplomats. This is a curious and 
ever changing. body of Washington life—a wheel 
within its many wheels, and one that, while its 
cogs fits into others, revolves constantly upon its 
own axes. Among the few faces among the diplo- 
mats were the German Minister Count von Alven- 
sleben, the Japanese Minister Jushii Kuki Rinichi; 
the Charge d' Affaires for Sweden and Norway, 
Count August Luis Bersen Glydenstoppe; Senor 
Valera, the Spanish Minister, who has as yet been 
very little in society or at any of the public 
events of this sort; Senor Don Francisco Pasala- 
qua of the Mexican Legation: Lieutenant Saito Ma- 
koto of the Japanese Legation; Le Compte Albert 
de Forestra of the Italian Legation; Baron Speck 
Sternberg of the German Legation; Baron Baum- 
garten of the Austrian Legation, and Mr. Cheng 
Hanson of the Chinese Legation. The number of 
changes among the diplomats in the past year has 
been unusually great.: On the whole the personnel of 
the corps has probably improved by it. Certainly 
this is the case as far as appearance goes. Take the 
Minister, for instance, Mr. 
Munenori Terashima, who 
from Japan last year was certainly the most dreary 
specimen of diplomacy that Washington has seen 
fora long time. For actual ugliness of appearance 
he outdid the homeliest man in Congress, and as 
for solemnity, he was the personification of that 
virtue. He was in Ul bealth much of the time of 
his stay bere, the sole reason, it is said, being that

They have a very handsome house furnished in the 
style of this country, their cooking is like that of 
Americans, they wear the sort of clothes that we 
do, and of the very best, too, sport silk bats and 
trim walking sticks, and are withal very nobby 
looking little citizens. This makes them,extremely

A COLONIAL CLASEL 

London is excited over the unexpected’action 
of Pre mier GLADSTONE in rushing to town on 
the first day of the new year and summoning 
the ministers from all parts of Great Britain to 
attend an immediate Cabinet meeting. The 
supposition is thatsome very important, step 
is to be taken, and that it has reference to al- 
leged Franco-German designs in regard to 
Egypt and Australasian annexation. The Colo- 
nial Governments in Australia have instructed 
their London agents to protest against the an- 
nexation of New Hebrides by France, to insist 
on the reclamation of the islands and Papuan 
Territory recently annexed by Germany, and 
to represent that the colonies will be estranged 
from the mother country if she permits such 
annexation to go on. 

Loyalty tothe British crown and love for 
the mother country are as fashionable 
in Australia as they were in the 
American colonies prior to 1776, and the Aus- 
tralians must have felt themselves seriously 
outraged, indeed, when they suggested that 
estrangement could be possible under any cir- 
cumstances. But, like all other Anglo-Saxon 
colonists, they want the earth. In America 
they wanted New York wrested from the 
Dutch, New Jersey from the Swedes, Canada 
from the French, and aslong as the mother 
country was necessary to enable them to gobble 
up the continent they were intensely loyal. By 
and by when the Australian and New Zealand 
whites are more generally natives several gen- 
erations ‘removed from the parent English 
stock, they will feel strong enough to take care 
of themselves and to annex and govern all of 
Oceanica, A presentimont of all this glimmers 
dimly in their opposition to German 
and French colonies, though they may 
not confess it even to themselves. 
They already have land enough for a 
mighty republic second only to the United 


States—more in fact than they can utilize in a} 


hundred years of the most stalwart growth. 
But they want all there isin Oceanica, and pub- 
lic sentiment in England sympathizes with 
them.

Without ostentation and without offensive com- 
ment upon persons or parties, Governor Cleveland 
bas announced his purpose to execute the Civil 
Service act in the spirit as well as the letter and to 
apply its principles to the public service generally, 
having regard to the character and conduct of 
those who now hold non-political offices under Re- 
publican appointment. He says distinctly that he 
shall not remove apy man from any non-political 
office during the time for which he was appointed 
who has not made himself notorious as @ partisan 
and used his office for partisan purposes. His lan- 
guage implies that he will remove those, 
whetner of his own party or any other party, who 
ba ve employed or shall employ the time 
to the Government and paid for by the Government 
in “running the machine,” or m promoting partisan 
interests. As to the great body of underlings who 
are embraced in the Civil Service act, they have 
nothing to fear so long as they behave themselves 
They will be shielded from assessments, from ter- 
rorism, and every sort of persecution, on the single 
condition that they faithfully and diligently per- 
form their duties and restrict their political action 
to the modest exercise of the political rights which 
appertain to American citizens. Such a declaration 
has a profound significance. It implies little less 
than a revolution in our political methods. It com- 
mits the Democratic -party to civil service reform 
nolens volens.
